the United Press pointing out the 
urgency of full publicity regarding 
the parley. 
“Publicity is the w eapon of peo­ 
ples, of which they are ever robbed 
by secrecy’s plausible argum ents,” 
said Johnson.

feated, high hopes dashed at V er­ 
sailles and the vicious results w ere 
reached by secrecy. 
Same Men Here 
“Substantially the sam e represen­ 
tativ es responsible for the V ersailles 
treaty m eet now at W ashington to 
lim it 
arm am ent. 
They 
worked 
th eir will to the everlasting harm of 
the world at V ersailles. 
“L et people have th eir 
way 
at 
W ashington for the w orld's eternal 
good. 
People can be trusted to dis­ 
arm ; diplom ats will 
disarm 
only 
when compelled by 
overw helm ing 
public opinion threatening th eir po­ 
litical 
existence.
